7. (Previously presented) A license plaie cover, comprising: 

a fiame having a peripbeiy, an outer side, an inner side for disposal a4jacem a licaase plate 
and an elongated channel disposed near the periphery of the ftame. the channel having a bottom and 
aides extending inwardly from the bottom toward the license plate, a iransparem ceniral area of the 
frame disposed Jaiemlly mwardly of the channel for viewing die license plate from the outer side of 
the frame; 

an elongated, injection molded elastomeric gasket disposed on the inner side near the frame 
peripbeiy and injection molded within said channel on said inner ^de to adhere to the botiom and 
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sides of the chazmel and fiur sealing to a periphery of the license plate; and 

a pliirality of holes for icceiving respective fastenets to a vehicle license plate mounting 
bracket, fte gasket being latejally a4iaccnt to and closely laterally smrgundiag the holes, the 
pluxality of holes each including a stepped opening with a £nt level and a second level formed 
inwBidly toward *e license plate fiom the first level, each bole having a sidewall of pongaskct 
material extending from the second level to rtic inner side, the gasket having a generally planar 
receiving surfece facing inwardly toward the license plate, the sidewall of each hole extending 
inwardly to a plane containing said receiving surface of the gasket, wherein sai4 sidcwalls prevent 
the fasteners from overcompressing the gasket and fracniring the frame. 

8. (Currently amended) The license plate cover of Claim 4419, wherein the frame peripheiy 
includes a bottom disposed at ninety degrees to the inner side of the frame, the rib of the gasket 
being continuous around a majority of the frame periphery but leaving open at least one portion 
adjacent the bottom of the frame periphery.

1 9. (Previously presented) The license plate cover of Claim 7> wherein the gasket inchides at 
least one elongate compression rib which extends inwardly from said receiving surface toward the 
license plate. 
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Responsive to tfic Exaroiner's last action. Applicant has cancelled rejected Claims 2, 9, 16 
and 17, Applicant has amended Claims 3, 4 and 8 so diat ibey depend fiom allowed Claim 19. 
Claim 3 has fimher been amended to lemove the recitation of the second compression rib» as Claim 
19 only recites **at least one." The Mowing claims now remain in the case: 3, 4» 7, 8 and 19. 

Applicam*s attorney of record has received a $100 charge, made on June 2, 2005, against 
his Ocposn Account (Account No, 503 1 38) for what appear to be the submission of an e^ctra 
independent claim in conjunciion with the Amendment After Final Rejection mailed May 25, 2005. 
A copy of tibe June, 2005 Deposit Account Statement is enclosed. Applicant believes that this 
charge was assessed in error. 

After the prelimmaiy amendment filed in this case on January 23, 2004, the application 
included three independent claims. Claims 1 1, 15 and 18. After the amendment of November 8, 
2004, the case still stood with these three independent claims. The amendment submitted on May 
25, 2005 left TWO ind^ndeni claims: Claims 7 and 16, Claims U, IS and 18 had been cancelled. 
Since the total number of independent claims had been reduced lather than increased. Applicant 
should not have been, charged- Applicant therefore requests a credit to Deposit Account No, 503138 
in the amount of $ 100 to reverse this earlier charge. 

Since all of the Examii^'s rejections and objections have now been met. Applicant 
earnestly solicits a Notice of Allowance on the claims as last amended. 
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No f»B is believed <)ue in coimection with the filing of Has Amendment. However, the 
Commissioner is beieby audiorittd to cbarge any deficiency to Deposit Account No. S03 13S of 
Oaspin & Aument, LLP.
